New. York, April 16.—[{Special.}—The cost 
of living in the United States is now lower 
than it has been for twenty months. .Pricés 
of commodities show a big reduction from 
last year, according to figuree compiled by 
Bradstreet’s. 

The average level of commodity prices ex- 
perienced a decline of approximately 2 per 
cent In March as indicated by the index num- 
ber of Bradstreet’s. The index number is 
8.5228, which means that average prices are 
now lower than they have been since August, 
1909. 

The current index exhibits a decline of 7.3 
per cent from a year ago, and a decline of 
7.6 per cent Jan. 1, 1910, when prices were at 
record high point. 

Wheat, which in 1910 sold at $1.19, now 
commands only 96 cents. Flour a year ago 
brought $5.80 a barrel, and now may: be had 
for $5.10. -Pork sold a year ago at $25.75; it 
now sells at. $19.25. Beef is $15.50, against 
$18.75 in the same month last year. Other

ward Milan, soon after the great fire of 7B. 
A small place first was opened, but with'the 
rapid increase of trade the business expanded 
until three stores were occupied at 152-54-56 
South Clark street, The firm's specialty was 
a full meal for 25 cents, and it being the first 
restaurant in the downtown district to intro-. 
duce ‘popular’ prices, the business naturally 
was large. 

Stockmen Regular Patrons. 

Stockmen who came tp Chicago were régu- 
lar patrons of this famous old eating house, 
and they sang its praises in every western 
state. 

The greater part of Burcky & Milais big 
trade come from strangers in Chicago, It 
wag the firm’s boast that they never lost a 
customer. 

“ Burcky & Milan's was the basksectaaats 
in Chicago,” said William O’ Rourke, better 
known as “ Kidney Bill,” whose cab stand 
has been at Clark and Madison streets for 
torty-Bve years. 

“You never sat down to a better table. In 
the middle was a plate of bread and rolls 
stacked a foot high.

TAFT WILL FIGHT PLAN. 


Farmers May Have to Sell to 
Beef Men at Their, 
Figures. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., April 16.—[Special.]— 
Wittingly or unwittingly, the Democrats of 
the house have placed a “ joker ” in the farm- 
ers’ free list they propose to pase this week 
which is giving President Taft a good deal of 
concern and which will be resented by farm- 
ers from Ohio to Colorado when they under- 
stand the situation. 

Believing it would be a popular move, Con- 
greseman Underwood, chairman of the ways 
and means committee, and his associates in- - 
cluded ameng the articles to be admitted free 
of duty the following: 

“ Beef, veal, mutton, lamb, pork, and meats: 
of all kinds fresh, salted, pickled, dried, 
smoked, dressed or undressed, prepared or 
preserved in any manner; bacon, hams,. 
shoulders, lard, lard compounds and lard 


At firet blush this provision would seem to 
strike a heavy blow at the beef trust, since 
{t would throw open the doors of the United 
States to foreign meatsand assure reasonable 
prices at home to the consumer. 

Really in Interest of Packers. 

As a matter of fact, investigation has es- 
tablished that the provision is really in the 
imterest of the packers and will do con- 
siderable damage to the farmers, It will 
enable the packers to import carcasses from 
Argentina, Australia, and New Zealand, and 
thus control the prices they pay for American 
steers, lambs, and muttons. The consumer 
will enfoy no reduction in price from the 
edmission of meats free of duty, while the 
farmer, who constitutes the backbone of the 
prosperity of the country, may find himself 
forced to sell to the packers at whatever price 
they may choose to give. 

As is well known, the packers are inde- 


yeare ago to hope for reciprocity treaties 
ané devoted themselves to the establishment 
of plants ebroad. After invading England 
they found their investment imperiled as a 
result of Argentine competition and to offset 
it they acquired plants /: in the South American 
republic: 

Consequently if free meat be authorized 
they will be able to ship directly from Ar- 
gentina to the United States, and the only 
cost involved in the transaction will be the 
cost of transportation. 


Water Haul Not So Expensive. 

Because of the long distance the general 
tmpression prevails that ocean freights would 
make such action prohibitive. As a matter 
of fact, the water haul from Buenos Aires 
to New York would not. be anything like as 
expensive as rail rates from the West to 
New York and Boston 

®Several cargoes of frozen mutton’ were 
shipped several months ago from Argentina 
into New York, paying the duty. The mar- 
gin‘ of profit was close on account of the Guty 
og the shipments were not extended. But 
the experiment demonstrated that the puck- 
ers have a satisfactory base of operations in 
the South American country for use in case 
the cost of corn should force them to pay a 
high price for American meat animals. 

As a result of the action of the government 
in importing first class breeding stock Ar- 
gentina is producing as fine cattle as are 
raised in the United State@® Argentina has

country and will be our principal competitor 
in agricultural products. Consequently it 
would be the principal beneficiary of free 
meats.

Ambassador’s Resignation Still Upper 
most Topic in Berlin.

BERLIN, Apri) 16.—Ambaseador Hill's res- 
ignation continues to be the uppermost topic 
in political and diplomatic Berlin. The for- 
eign office ig still without formal notification, 
which is not expected until the American gov- 
ernment is ready to submit the usual‘inquiry 
whether such and such a person is acceptable 
as Hill’s suceessor, : 

Speculation on this score is already active. 
If President Taft adheres to the principle of 
promoting meritorious ambassadors, Leish- 
man, now at Rome, crops up. as a possibility. 
If the president decides to bring a new man 
into the service, Seth Low and Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler are regarded here as possibilities 
of the first rank, and as men whose academic 
identity and well known Germanophilism 
would make them persona grata at the kais- 
er’'s court. Both have met the emperor, who 
showed Butler conspicuous honors on the 
occasion of the Columbia president's visit to | 
Berlin last October. 

There is little ground for the supposition 
that Hill's references to “‘ divine right ’’ in his 
lecturés at Columbia jeopardized his position. 
Hill evidently feared that his views on that 
subject might give offense in Germany, be 
cause he took occagion to write a private let- 
ter to Berlin friends pointing out that the 
version published in New York did not exact- 
ly interpret what he said. The ambassador, 
however, reckoned without his host, for New 
York correspondents of German newspapers 
failed to realize that Hill's lectures cu, tained 
such good ‘“‘ copy.” :

As Soon as Treaty Is Passed 
in Washington Canada 
Will Follow Suit. 


BIG LAURIER MAJORITY. 


Premier Hopes That Reciprocity 
Will Be Indorsed by Both 
Countries by May 12. 


Ottawa, Ont., April 16.—A favorable report 
on the reciprocity agreement with the United 
States is looked for by the dominion gov- 
ernment not long after parliament reas- 
sembles Wednesday, The prediction that the 
agreement will be before the senate at Wash- 
ington Thursday has been noted here with 
satisfaction by the government’s supporters. 
Settlement of the reciprocity issue in Canada, 
they beheve, now depends primarily upon 
action at Washington. 

The Canadian government, backed by a ma- 
jority of more than forty in the house, is 
anxious to put the agreement through as 


_800n as the conservative opposition permits 


a vote. 
Mere Matter of Form. 

Ratification then by the senate would be 
merely a matter of form, as the govern- 
ment’s supporters in that body outnumber 
the conservatives three to one. 

Until, however, the agreement is ratified 
by both American branches, the fight against 
it in the Canadian house will be continued 
by Richard Borden’s adherents. 

But their resistance is being kept up only 
in a hope that the situation may be saved, 
from the conservative point of view, by the 


refusal of the senate at Washington to pass 


the American part of the pact. 


| Opposition Falls Off. 

There has been a moderation of the oppo- 
sition at first waged against the agreement. 
The resentment aroused by i!!! advised annex- 
ation talk has disappeared; and some of the 
conservative representatives of rural con- 
stituencies have been under strong pressure 
because of their alarmist attitude on the 
subject.

LABOR RAPS TAFT 
FOR MEXICO MOVE 


Federation Denounces Mobili- 
zation of Troops as Opposed 
to Spirit of America. 


TEACHERS START ACTION. 


Clash with Men Who Ask Fem- 
inine Delegates What They 
Know About War. 


President Taft’s action in sending troops to | 
the Mexican border was condemned yester- | 
day by the Chicago Federation of Labor. 
This was the result of a resolution intro- 
duced by the Teachers’ federation and. pre- 
viously adopted by that body. 

The question developed a spirited discus- 7 
sion, with Miss Margaret Haley leading the 
fight in favor of the resolution. Severa! 
delegates demanded a division of the sub- 
ject. They declared that while labor sym- 
pathized with the Mexican revolutionists. 
the president of the United States should 
not be condemned for mobilizing the army 
and navy when the reason for this move was : 
not known definitely. | 

Delegate Charlies Fry of the Machinists’ 
union, proposed a postponement for two . 
weeks and asked the appointment ofa ‘‘com- ; 
mittee of men” to investigate the subject 
before taking action. This brought every | 


woman delegate to her feet clamoring for 
recognition. 


Miss Haley Defends Women. 

**I don't know how the teachers got to : 
know so much about war,” said Delegate 
Fry. ‘They tell us they don’t know any 
more about it than they have read in the 
magazines. Let us get a committee of men 
to investigate this Mexican question.’’ 

“It's the business of the teachers to know 
and study things,’” retorted Miss Haley. 
“It's men like you that want to keep the 
teachers in ignorance of what's going on in 
public affairs. I am sorry there are such 
men in the labor movement.” 

“What have we women to @o with war?’ 
ecked Miss Mary O’ Reilly, a teacher and sis- 
ter of “Tex” O'Reilly, a newspaper man. 
who was wounded in the Mexican revolution. 
“Before we get through with war you'll 
find out.”’ 

Miss Anna Willard of the Wealersnees’ union 
objecied to delay and declared that inside of 
two weeks “the purpose for which President 
Taft sent the army to Texas may be achieved 
and then there wouldn't be any uée in pro- 
testing.” 

“Do you think that the outrages complained 
of in Mexico will be stopped if we pass this 
wesolution today?” Delegate Fry asked, 
directing his question to Miss Willard. 

“I don't know whether they will or not,” 
she snapped. ‘* You ought to know that; you 
are a man, and ought to know all about war. 
Don’t you know?” 

The motion to postpone was defeated and 
the resolution was adopted. The Socialist 
contingent voted solidly for the resolution, 
but Delegates Fry and H,.J. Gray of the 
photo engravers’ union askéd to De recorded 
in the negative. 


Resolution Calls Action Outrage. 

Following is the resolution;, 

“The people of our sister Sete of Mexicd 
are in active and open revoit-against their 
government. During his uninterrupted rulé 
of thirty-six years, Porfirio Diag, the nominal! 
president of Mexico, who holds his office in 
violation of the constitution, has been the 
evil genius of his country. He’ has reduced 
the republic to a despotism more barbarous ° 
than Russia, and has constituted himself the 
eutocrat of the Mexican people. He has de- 
etroyed freedom of suffrage, speech, press, 
and assembly, and has exiled, imprisoned 
and assassinated all patriots who strove to 
restore the liberties of the people. 

“In this crisis, when Wie Mexican people 
have risen in revolt against mahifold wrongs, 
the army of the United States has been mo- 
bilized on the Mexican border, and United 
States warships have been sent to the Mex- 
ican coast by order of the president of the 
United States. 

“It is evident that this movement has been 
made for the purpose of helping to qyell the 
rising of the Mexican people at the behest of 
the business interests of the United States 
that have holdings in Mexico. In view of the 
foregoing facts, be it 

“ Resolved, That the Chicago Federation 
-of Labor hereby lédge its emphatic protest 
against this unspeakable outrage. 

“In the name of America’s revolutionary 
past and her best traditions of the present, 
we protest against this attempt to degrade 
our country by reducing it to the position of 
a foreign cossack. 

“In the name of liberty and progress we 
protest against the use of the army and navy 
of our republic to suppress and enslave the 
people of a sister republic fighting for their 
freedom and manhood.” 

Copies of the resolution were ordered sent 
to President Taft and Congressman Victor 
L. Berger of Milwaukee, and Prank Bu- 
ehanan of Chicago.

FORTY REBELS ARE EILLED. 

Chihuahua, Mexico, April 16.—Forty insur- 
rectos were killed and over 100 wounded in 
a battle fought between Sauz and Santa 
Clara cafion, fifty miles north, according to 
federal couriers who arrived today. The 
couriers report five federals killed, but later 
developments may change the figures. <A 
nuwiter of women and children are believed 
to be among the killed. 

Taw federals were attacked while coming 
acrogs from Casas Grandes on their way to 
Chihuahua with prisoners and .ollowed by 
100 refugees. 

Five hundred insurrectos under Generals 
Orozco and Villa, had been instructed by 
Francisco Madero to head off the force, and, 
if possible, release the prisoners. The fight- 
ing continued for several iiours and re- 
sulted in the sending from here of Genera! 
Rabago with 500 reinforcements. 

So far as known none of the prisoners, 
among whom are believed to be many Amer- 
fceans, were wounded, and none escaped. 

Great hope for peace is entertained here 
because of the arrival of Frederick Madero 
Sr., father of the ineurecto lead#r. 

Fully aware of his son's determin&tion not 
to end the war unless he achieved a new 
election and the withdrawal of President 
Diaz, the senlor Madero, it is believed, hardly 
would hazard a trip into the interior unless 
he had something definitely favorable to 
offer. Madero Jr. has been pleased with re- 
cent events in Mexico City, which he says 
have encouraged him and strengthened in- 
surrecto prospects. He said he would be 
glad to welcome his father, but he added 
that no sentiment would induce him to lay 
down arms: 


REBELS RETREAT AT BAUCHE. 

El Paso, Tex., April 16.—The second battle 
of Bauche has resulted as the first, fought on 
Feb. 4. The insurrectos left the field and the 
federals have come back to Juarez. 

The federals lost six dead, Including Lieutg. 
Miguel Baturoni and Abraham.Jiminezg, and 
six wounded, including Capt. Porfirio Her- 
nandez. The wounded were brought to 
Juarez during the night. The dead were 
brought In today. 

United States troops on the Texas side of 
the river had made extra preparations to 
prevent.

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CANAL STATEMENT | 


BY DENEEN READY 


Governor Will Tell What Illi- 
nois Will Do Towards Mak- 
ing Deep Waterway. 


LOOKS FOR FEDERAL AID. 


Government Is tq Operate the 
Channel After the State 
Constructs It. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 16—[Special }— 
Gov. Deneen and Isham Randolph completed 
tonight their statement of what the state 
of Illinois will undertake in the creation of 
a deep waterway from the lakes to the Mis- 
sissippi. 

This statement will be submitted tomorrow 
to Gen. Bixby, chief of the engineering corps 
of the war department. The government 
engineers then will frame a statement of the 
extent to which they deem it feasible to co- 
operate with the state in the construction 
and operation of the canal. 


It is the hope of the governor that an agree-' 


ment definitely setting forth the work which 
the state and the government respectively 
will undertake can be reached within the 
next two weeks. 


State to Dig the Channel. 

Upon ¢he basis of this agreement the gov- 
ernor will urge the Illinois legislature to 
enact a law creating a deep waterway com- 
mission and authorizing the beginning of 
the work for which the people approved a 
bond issue of $20,000,000. 

It is proposed that the state dig the chan- 
nel and construct the locks and all other 
accessory works. The state also wil build 
dams and water power plants for the de- 
velopment and conseryation of the natural 
water power to the people. Intheevent that 
all of this work cannot be cémpleted within 
the $26,000,000 allowance the governmént 
may be asked to assist in the construction 
of the locks. 


Government to Maintain Depth. 

After completion of the channel the gov- 
ernment will be expected to take over the 
operation of the waterway, the state@etain- 
ing the operation and revenue of the water 
power. The engineers already have recom- 
mended that the government undertake the 
maintenance of the channel and loeks and 
supervise the operation of the canal. The 
government also agrees to maintain a depth 
of at least eight feet in,the Illinois river as 
soon as the state accomplishes a depth of 
that extent in the stretch between Lockport 
and Utica

When at 8 o'clock tonight Mayor Busse 
lays down his gavel he retires from an office 
in which he has done much good for which pe 
has been rewarded with but little public 
gratitude. 

Granting the defects of ‘ite administra- 
tion, it is mere justice to say that he is the 
most efficient mayor Chicago ever has had. 
Compared with his immediate predecessors 
he looms asa giant. His administration con- 
tained no defects which were not prominent

Fred Busse was called upon in a time of 
great need. Two years of the administra- 
tion of Hdward F.. Dunne had utterly de- 
moralized the city government. Public serv- 
ice was at an end. The departments had 
become mere organizations of salary seek- 
ers: The fire department was seriously crip- 
pled by internal politics. The police force 
no longer even protected the citizens upon 


the streets. The city government was ia. 


chaos. | 

Busse was chosen as the most available 
candidate to defeat Dunne. The politicians 
approved of him. The business community 
had confidence in him. In the existing pub- 
lie emergency the uplifter and the reformer 
were willing to vote for him. 

Busse, elected, recognized all the factions 
which supported‘him. To the politicians he 
gave rewards in the form of certain offices. 
These offices they abused and brought bitter 
condemnation upon theirchief. Their short- 
comings showed up the more violently in 
contrast with the rest of his administration, 
The health department of Chicago, which, 
unfortunately, had been too much used to 
supply positions to doctors unable to obtain 
private practices, has become under his 
health commissioner, Evans, the model 
health department of America. The police 
department, though still largely influenced 
by a corrupt ring, has in the last two years 
reached a remarkable degree of efficiency.

- During the last years of his administra- 
tion Busse bas been the object of persistent 
and continuous attack. In so far as this 
attack is inspired by actual defects in his

‘but by his merits. During. the last four 


years powerful conspiracies have been 
formed to obtain unscrupulous franchises of 
telephone rights, subway rights, and harbor 
privileges. These conspiracies Busse has 
frustrated, not with the bravado and blare 
of trumpets of. his predecessors but sternly 
and by a firm control of the city council. 

It he leaves his office in bitterness, it is 
bitterness mingled with the enjoyment of 
accomplishments. He found the city unor- 
ganized and leaves it a government. He 
found it bankrupt, he leaves it rich. He 
found it giving the appearance of an over- 
grown village and leaves it a stately city. 

May his successor retain the progress lie 
has made. - .

| danger, not of open defeat but of asphyxia- 


tion. Is this to be permitted? Are these 
measures to be caught in a tangle of seltish 
interests? Are they to be made pawue in 
a game of vantage? 

Chicago and Lllinois need this harbor legis- 
lation. We believe this is perfectly clear 
and is not openly challenged. But there 
are selfish interests which hope to delay and 
defeat all effective legislation for harbor 
development ip the public interest. Shall 
these private interests prevail against the 
clearly expressed interest of the public? 

This challenges the speaker of the house. 
It Speaker Adkins wills it these bills will 
be put upon their passage in such @ way that 
every representative who opposes them will 
have to put himself on record before his con- 
stituents. That is the public right. It is 
Speaker Adkins’ unescapable duty and re- 
sponsibility. The fate of Uhicago’s harbor 
legislation depends at this stage upon him: 
We believe he will realize this, but time js 
passing and no chances should bé taken of 
the bills being lost in the final rush before 
adjournment. Chicago is late in meeting 
the competition of other cities in moderniz- 
ing her port, and she cannot afford to wait 
longer. ' It is up to the legislature to act now. 


MUNICIPAL FINANCES. 

Chicago finances are in nuch better shape 
than they were four years ago. For that 
Controller Wilson can justly claim part of 
the credit. He has had his eyes open for 
opportunities to save the city money, and 
has utilized them to good purpose. The city 
has to be a constant borrower because the 
taxes to defray the expenses of the current 
year are not collected until the beginning 
of the following year. It has been the am- 
bition of the controller to widen the ioan 
market as far as the city is concerned so 
that it might borrow on the best possible 
terms. The sale of over A million in tax 
warrants to New York bankers was a wise 
move. The eredit,of the city is so well es- 


to dispose of its paper to advantage in Euro- 
pean loan markets, 

The controller could haye accomplished 
more in the direction of lowering the inter- 
est rate on these temporary loans if he had 
not been hampered by laws which were 
well enough forty years ago but which do 
not suit modern conditions. At the same 
time that the city is paying Chicago banks 
4 per cent on borrowed money it has on de- 
posit, possibly in the same banks, special 
funds aggregating millions on which the 
banks pay 2% per cent interest. 

Af the laws permitted that which com- 
mon sense loudly sfys shouid be permitted, 
the city would borrow fron the special funds 
for which there was no immediate use, and 
replace the money at the beginning of the 
year when the taxes came in. Then it 
would save the difference between 4 and 24% 
per cent. 

The controller has repeate Ily urged, but 
in vain, the repeal of expensive and tnere- 
fore worse than useless laws. It is to be 
hoped that his successors will be more for- 
tunate in that particular than he has been.

The pres- 
ent Lord Howard de Walden is her grand- 
son.

He neglected, however, to pay down more 
than half the purchase money, and after the 
revolution, when his brother was driven out 
of the country, the venders resumed pos- 
session thereof. The principal features of 
the grand old Tudor mansion, where the 
merrie monarch held his court, are the great 
hall and the superb screen of carved oak in 
the library.

Lord Howard de Walden inherited his peer- 
age on ihe death of his father just after 
being gazetted to the Tenth hussars and at 
the moment when the latter regiment had 
been ordered to South Africa for the Boer 
war. He stayed just long enough to attend 
hig father's funeral and then sailed for the 
cape on a fast Viner, arriving before the 
transports which had his regiment on board. 
He went through the entire war with the 
Tenth bussars. took part in the relief of Kim- 
berley, in the capturé of Gen. Cronje, in the 
surrender of Johannesburg, and in the pur- 
suit of Gen..De Wet before being invalided 
home. 

He is devoted to his. mother, now married 
to Lord Ludlow. He cannot be said to have 
spent a happy childhood, as his mother was 
so abominably treated by his father that 
she was forced to seek relief fron’ the courts 
in a judicial separation, not, however, be- 
fore her husband had been horsewhipped by 
several of her relatives in turn.

ARGUES FOR TRUST FOLK. 


Protest Will Be Considered by 
American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion Council in May. 


PY HOLLAND. 

New York, April 16—[Special.J]—Only one 
among the leading financiers of the west is 
opposed to any reform in our banking and 
currency system which will involve the tak- 
ing in of gtate chartered banks and trust 
institutions. This banker's views ‘will re- 
ceive consideration at the meeting of the 
executive council of the American Bankers’ 
association at Nashville, Tenn., in May. 

The executive council is fo be told that 
investigations throughout the west and far 
west have disclosed that almost without ex- 
ception the bankers are in favor of the prin- 
ciple contained in the Aldrich plan for the 
reformation of our banking and currency 
system. The exception of importance is a 
panker wh@is in authority over one of the 
greatest trust institutions of the Mississippi 
valley, located at St. Louis. One of the ob- 
jections which this banker makes is that

While state banke would find it to their 
advantage to reorganize under national 
charters the question is whether the trust 
institutions would at first, as a whole, be 
persuaded to do that. The impression of 
leading bankers here is that a majority of the 
strong trust institutions would beéome af- 
filiated with the national system. It is also 
the impression that within five or six years 
—ten at the most—after the reorganization 
of the national banking system, the great 
majority of the state banks of the United 
States would be found operating under nae- 
tional charters. ; 


Argument for.Reform Plan. 

The argument which seems to have ap- 
pealed to the west and to the east is based 
upon the fact, first, that the supreme au- 
thority of the government will always be 
over that banking system; second, that 
the: central association which will be cre- 
ated if the proposed plan be adopted will 
be located at Washington, and will be 
held in such stock ownership as to 
make it practically impossible for any 
one or two groups of banking ‘capital to 
control it; next, that this institution will 
buy the government bonds now held at Wash- 
ington or by national banks; next, that 
the central institution will be prepared to 
discount for the national banks commercia! 
paper or other good assets furnishing to 
these discounts currency for these institu- 
tions, and next, that the system will be 
represented by fifteen districts or branches of 
the central institution covering the entire 
country, whereby any partisan or political 
advantage is certain to be eliminated.

by swallowing cyanide of potassium. 

He left several letters. One was a final 
message to all the members of the Socialist 
party in the’ United tSates, telling of the 
blasted hopes of the one who had for almost 
a Hfetime aspired.to champion the cause 
of the working class. The letter inveighs 
against the monopolistic tendencies and ad- 
monishes the Socialists to continue their agi- 
tation until social wrongs are righted. 

Surviving Mr. Young are his widow, the 
sympathetic champion for years of the 
causes he espoused; a daughter, Edith, who 
is a student at Swarthmore college; and a 
boy, Malcolm, 7 years old. 

Daniel Kissam Young was a second cousin 
of William K. Vanderbilt, the mother of 
each being members of the Kissam family. 
He was related also to the Murrays of New 
York after whom Murray Hill is named.

What Is an Omelet? 


E used to think we knew just what an 
omelet was. That was before we had 
seen many different things called om- 
elets. Our idea was that it was cooked 
in a pan or spider on the top of the 

stove. At its daintiest the yellows of the eggs 
were cooked first, then the thoroughly beaten 
whites added, and the whole folded over into 
a daintily browned roll. : 

But the omelet of one nation may not be the 
omelet of another, nor the omelet of one seo- 
tion of country be the omelet of another sec- 
tion. The omelet of the family in the flat un- 
der us may be different from the omelet of 
the family over us, and we; in our own kitch- 
en, may make a different kind of omelet for 
‘many days in. succession.

Beat with the yolks two 
tablespoonfuls of milk, then fold in the stiffly 
beaten whites.

PUTS SOCIAL EVIL FIRST. 


Prof. Smith Criticises College 
Men’s Indifference to 
Religion. 


Phat schools and colleges should give in- 
gtruction in sexual hygiene because parents 
cannot be depended on to inform their chil- 
éren’of the facts of life was the statement 
of Prof. John Merle Coulter at the University 
of Chicago yesterday. He spoke on “ Biology 
ané Religion " at the first session of a Chris- 
tion Union. conference on “A University’s 
Contribution to Religion ” at Mande! hall. 

“ Religion has @ larger share in our ex- 
perience today than ever before, and science 
has bad a great share in bringing this to 
pass,” Prof. Coulter declared. “ Biology 
has discovered the fact that the conventions 
of society, the Puritanic conventions, il you 
please, are essential to racial health. 


Holds Social Evil Is Worst. 

“ Biology and religion must join hands to 
abolish the social evil, beside whiclf all the 
evils of liquor or of labor are secondary. As 
yet we can do little more than uncover the 
terrible facts. In our social order this hideous 
skeleton has been kept locked up and hidden. 
Much of its power is due to ignorance and 
misinformation. We must begin in childhood 
to change this. We must put instruction in 
these matters into our schools and colleges 
because parents cannot be depended on to 
inform their children. We must let people 
know how any infraction of the biological 
jaw will be punished. Religion must replace 
the will to break the law with the will to obey 

é | 


Prof. James H. Tufts, of the department of 
philosophy, spoke on “‘ The Test of Religion,” 
gné Prof. Gerald Birney Smith of the divinity 
school, on “* What Is Religion?’ Prof. Smith 
declared that one of the chief troubles of 
university students was in beleving that re- 
gion ls unchanging. He said that only be- 
cause religion changes and fits itself to 
ehanged conditions doés it survive. 


‘Should Recognize Religion, 

“Tt is the duty of the university man to 
pecognize religion even in unconventional 
forms.” Prof. Smith said. “‘ Whether.a man 
is religious or not cannot be determined by 
bis answer to the question, ‘Have you been 
baptized?’ or ‘ Do you believe in the trinity? 
A man might answer ‘ No’ to both questions 
and yet be reigious, while a man might be 
frreligious who answered ‘ Yes ' to both.”

Boston, Masse., April 16.—[Special.]—The 
baked bean that has made Boston famous, 
the succulent oyster and beef extract, were 
today branded as being injurious or of no food 
value by Dr. Franklin White, lecturing at the 
Harvard medical school on “ Digestion.”” He 
claimed that people could live more success- 
fully on half the quantity of food taken.

“It is a hard thing to say in Boston,” Dr. 
White allowed, “‘ but beang are notoriously 
hard to digest. They may bean excellent diet 
for one leading an active outdoor life. While 
oysters eaten raw are digestible, they are 
practically of no food value, for they are 
mostly water. ° 


“Cost So Much, Worth Little.” 
“TI always feel that it is pathetic to see peo- 
ple buying beef extracts fer invalid foods, 
knowing, as I do, that they cost so much and 
contain so little of any value. 
* Twenty-five cents’ worth of beef juice will 
yield only six parts of food vahie to-the body, 
while 25 cents’ worth of eggs will yield 700 
parts, and 25 cents’ worth of milk 1,600 parts 
of real food value to the human system.

Country Wide Agitation for 
the Preservation of Game 
Begun in New York. 


FIND MANY IN STORAGE. 


Co-operation of Sportsmen All 
Over the Nation Is Asked 
by Promoters. 


A country wide campaign for state enact- 
ments against the sale of game birds has 
been started by the Wild Life Protective 
association of New York, the Nationa! Asso- 
ciation of Audubon Societies, and the League 
of American Sportsmen. 

Immediate extinction of many game birds 
will result, it is gaid, if protective measures 
do not at once obtain genera} adoption. Lit- 
erature has been sent out calling attention 
to the fact that six native American birds 
already are extinct and that a like fate at 
an early date awaits fourteen others. 

It is urged that the stopping of the market 
sale of game birds will restore them in large 
numbers within half a dozen years. Most 
of the middle west states prohibit the sale 
of game. Nearly all the western states have 
laws protecting all or part of the game birds. 
Game birds are slaughtered at will in the 


have no laws prohibiting the sale of game 
birds on the market. : 
In investigation of conditions surrounding 
the sale of wild game in New York City is 
said to have discovered one dealer with the 
following supply in cold storage: Snow 
buntings, 8.000; sandpipers, 7,000; plover, 
5,200; snipe, 7,000; grouse, 7,600; quail, 4,300; 
ducks, 1,700; bobolinks (rice birds), 300.

Will Not Be Touched On at Regular

Western Union Decides Not to 
Take Up Subject of Reduc- 
ing Commissions.

AFFECTS EXCEPTEDCITIES 


Chicago Among the Six Big Cen- 
ters for Which Proposal 
Was Advanced.

Chicago tocal agente of fire insurance com- 
panies feel considerable relief because the 
Western Union, the big legislative organiza- 
tion, at its meeting last week, decided not to 
take up the subject of reducing commissions 
in the “excepted olties ” of the weet—visz.: 
Chicago, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Milwaukee, 
Louisville, and St. Louis. 

There has been much talk about the de- 
sirability of cutting down the cost of pro- 
curing the business in these cities, and {fwas 


be made on Chicago. In gix large 
centers the Western Union has no rule limit- 
ing commissions to agenta, as it has in the 
territory outelide of these cities. Hach com- 
pany decides for itself what it will pay agents 
in the six cities. Competition has resulted in 
many companies overstepping the bounds of 
canservatism in their commission arrange 
ments. 

High commissions in the six large cities 
have attracted a multitude of middle men 
who. are not seriously In insurance, but con- 
trol enough business to make it worth while 
to comply with the formalities. High com- 
missions aleo have brought about rebating ip 
a number of the cities. :

The high ecale of has be- 
come thorougtly. imbedded tn a system that has 
been in vogue for years. Contracts and practices 
are based on thie long existing commission and 
brokerage schedule. When the companies began 
agitating a decrease the local agents rebelled on 
the ground that In a city like Chicago commissions 
had to be higher than in smaller placea, because of 


the big centers and the larger service required cf 
agents. The agents also took the ground that any 
attempt to out down commissions would militate 
againet the smaller companies. 

If the companies were determined te cut down 
the compensation of agents the latter tock the 
ground thet they should be given eertatin ad- 
vantages In the way of having side lines agents, 
brokers, and solicitors cut off. In other words, 
the custom of fresly licensing agents and brokers 
that controlled only a few risks should be stopped. 
The business, in their opinion. should be thrown to 
those who are giving all their time to insurance 
or at least those who make it thefr chief vocation. 
By this meane a multitude of camp followers would 
be cut off and the premiums they control would 
go to the regular men in the business.

A number of western managers went to the West- 
em Union meeting at Washington, D. C., last 
week fully determined to see that steps were taken 
te revive the commission arrangements in the big 
cities, they declaring that the public would not 
longer stand for the high cost of simply getting the 
business on the books. These men, however, were 
outnumbered, because there was a large coterie 
that wae not willing to undertake any reform as 
to compenaation to agents in the “ excepted cities '’ 
until the rival organization, the Western Insurance 
bureau, revised ita commissions tn the field outside 
the cities. The bureau has a more liberal scale in 
the outside field than the Western union. The union 
members that blocked commission reduction argued 
that they were not in favor of cotperating with 
western bureau compantes In the large cities where 
they have extensive interests whén u com- 
panies outside of the cities had an advantage over 
union companies. other words, these union

Tt ts the feeftng among some thinking underwrit- 
ery that if the companies tn the near future do not 
voluntarily reduce their compensation, action is 
lkely by the states. Already there has been a 
start made by bille being introduced here ané there

The western tneurance bureau wil! have its ses- 
sions in Chicago tomorrow. The bureau has at- 
tracted considerable attention since it was or- 
ganized early in the summer of last year. Its 
chairmen, B. G. Halle of the Germania, has been 
active tm fire Insurance circies, and he has done 
much to advance the cause of the organization. 
The bureau tmeugurated reforms as to agency 
commissiong outside of the big cities and also 
brought into effect other expense reducing fea-’ 
tures as well as uniform practices. Its member 
ship compriees all the large nonunion companies 
except the Connecticut, Glens Falls. National-Ben 
Franklin of Pittsburg, and Buffalo German. 

The bureau undertook a bit of defense work re- 
cently when ft announced that ft would not brook 
the effort of any “union company attempting to 
make a systematic entrance {nto Its local agen- 
cles. This was brought about by a union com- 
pany, the German-American taking over a bureau 
company, the Rochester German, and attempting 
to hold the Rochester German agents through 
the Rochester German underwriters. Cheirman

The report on the Modern Woodmen of America 


in the country, following the examination by the 
Titnois and Virginia insurance departments, will 
soon be ready for distribution. Supt. Fre¢ W. 
Potter of the Iiltnols department at Springfield 
will have copies of the report for free distribution. 
The institution has $1,786,088.000 Insurance in 
force which makes it rank with the big life com- 
panies of New York. Last year it wrote $204 596, - 
090 of new insurance, which is a larger amount 
than was issued by any old line companiés ex- 
cept the two large ones that write industrial tn- 
surance. 

The chief criticism made by the examiners ts 
that members of the age of 50 and over are not 
paying enough for their insurance. For example 
lagt year the death losses of members of the 
oe - 50. and “ey Pena $4,023,500, while their 
p ums were 1TT, leaving a defictt of 
$1,527,728. This deficit had to be made up from 
the fund contributed by younger members. As 
the order grows in age, and the numbers of 
mates of 50 and over grow larger, the deficit 
will Increase. The examiners therefore recom- 
mend that the Modern Woodmen should get on 
a basis that will be more nearly self-perpetuating. 
The report indicates that the society must in- 
crease its rates for those of the ege of 50 or over, 
or the future may bring great embarrassment. The 
Titinels department is anxious to get the mem- 
bers thinking about the future of the order and 
recommends that thé report of the examination 
be carefuly perused.
